REMARKS 

Claims 28-54 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being obvious 
over W3C "Implementing HTML Frames" (hereafter W3C) and LaStrange (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,933,142). 

Each of the active claim series recites persistently displaying a first data 

even after receiving a request which may ordinarily result in removal of the first 

data from the information browser. For example, claim 28 recites: 

receiving a first request identifying first data on a first host system; 
receiving a second request identifying second data on a second host 
system; 
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
